2. The terms of reference of the Group will be .— 

(a) to study the structure and functions of the Films 
Division in the field of production and distribution 
of documentaries and newsreels for public exhibition 
and to examine the feasibility of converting the 
Films Division into an autonomous organisation* 
having regard to functional, financial and otter re¬ 
lated aspects ; 

(bJ with respect to (a) to suggest the form and the struc¬ 
ture of the autonomous organisation; 

(c) to examine any other allied matters necessary to 
enable the Working Group to mak© it* recocmnendt- 
tions on the future set-up of the Films Division* 

3. The Working Group may consult media experts and 
other sections of interested opinion. 

4. The Working Group will have its headquarters at Bom¬ 
bay and meet as often as considered necessary; but it may 
visit such places in the country as considered necessary for 
proper and comprehensive study of the matter. 

5. The 'Working Group will evolve its own procedurev 

6. The Working Group may submit its report as *oon as 
possible but within a period of six months from the date 
of the first meeting. 

7. Membership of this Working Group will b© honorary, 
but non-official members will be entitled to travelling and 
daily allowance in accordance with the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Expenditure O.M* 6/26/E.-IV/59 dated 5-9-60 
as amended from time to time*
